Washington. — lletweeo the Mexican 
boil weevil and the wilt the troubles 
of the cotton crop are still perplexing 
the .harvest and shrewdest scientist* of 
the department ..f agriculture. The wee- 
vil i* moving this way from the South- 
west and the wilt i* advancing to meet 
the in*«-ct pest, and when they combine 

Thus fur the ,le|iart menf* plant expert* 
have been unable to assure an ext. rtoina 
tion of the weevil, and they are force! 
to admit they have discovered no effect- 
ive cure for the wilt except steriliiatioa 
of the laud by beat at a prohibitive coat. 

The Western out|*.*t* of the cotton 
wilt ami the Kastcrn confine* of the In. II 
weevil have already met in Kastcrn Ar- 
kansas, Texas and l-ouisiana and some 
part* of Southwestern Mississippi. The 
boll weevil spreads eastward at a rate of 
not leas than sixty miles each season, 
while the expansion of the cotton wilt, 
wherever it finds lodgment in the soil, 
is at the rate of ten acres a year from 
any single little spot. 

The damage from the cotton wilt ia es- 
timated at * .'.•• a year, and seems 

destined to grow at a serious rate. The 
damage from the boll weevil waa set 
down in 1U06 aa $27f..<J0O,OO0, 

In the case of both ravages— one by an 
insect which profiagnte* faster than it 
can Is- destroyed, and the other a disease 
of the plant for which no known remedy 
ha* been discovered— the department *\< 
pear* at it* wita' end. but it constantly 
la-iiding. every energy and inventive In- 
genuity to develop strain* of cottoa 
which will survive the weevil au.l re*i*t 
the wilt. 

Isolute.l instance* of wilt were found 
in the cotton la-It twenty-five year* ago, 
but the disease was not accurately de- 
scribed until 1H95, since which the de-
